PLAYS EAT FIRE: 
BURNS CHILDREN. 


| Three Persons May Die; Nine 


Suffering as Result of 
Boy Harry Laugh- 
ran’s Act. 


EXPLOSION OF GASOLINE. 
Accident Occurs on Porch at 156 
Ogden Avenue, Where 
Little Ones Were 
Huddled. 


Harry Laughran, 12 years old, tried Jast 
evening to duplicate the feat of an “ Egyp- 
tian fire eater ’’ whom he had seen at a mu- 
seum. The result was an explosion of a can 
filled with gasoline among-a group of chil- 
dren. Three were injured so they may die. 
Nine others, including rescuers, were burn- 
ed and otherwise injured. The explosion 
occurred on a rear porch at 156 Ogden av- 
enue, where the children were playing the- 


ater. 

Seriously Injured. 

LAUGHRAN, HARRY, 156 Ogden avenue: burned 
about face and body; taken to county hospital: 
condition critical. 

LAUGHRAN, MRS. HARRIETT, his mother; 
burned about face; inhaled flames; condition 
serious; taken to county hospital.

Children Huddled on Porch. 

A quart can of gasoline carried by young 
Laughran caused the injuries, the flaming 
contents being scattered over the group of 
children, who were huddled together on the 
porch. The woodwork of the building also 
was ignited and caused an alarm Of fire to be 
sent in, which, with the appearance of the 
ambulances of the Desplaines and Lake 
street police stations, caused much excite- 
ment in the neighborhood. | 


— The boy had been sent by his mother to 


bring the gasoline from a nearby store, and 
| halted on ‘returning to watch the play being 
On the landing to avold the rain. Dur- 
ing a brief intermission in the performance 
young Laughran said he would exhibit a 
feat he had learned at a museum last week. 


Shields Face with Gasoline Can. 


Telling one of the giris to hold a lighted. 


match before him, the boy took a small 
mouthful of the gasoline and spurted it over 
the match. As the flames scorched his lips 
he involuntarily lifted the half covered can 
to shield his face. The flames reached the 
gasoline, causing an explosion, and as the 
boy threw the can from him the remaining 
liquid was scattered over the group. The 
shrieks of the children, whose clothing was 
instantly ablaze, was heard by the people in 
the house, who hurried to the scene. 

Emma Thompson, whose clothing was 
burning, fled, shrieking through the halls, 
and, descending the stairs, had ran a half 
block towards her home before rescuers could 
overtake her and smother the flames. The 
child was hurried to the County hospital, 
where it was declared her recovery was al- 
most hopeless. Harry Laughran, who had 
received the greater part of the flaming liquid 
on his clothes, was writhing on the porch 
when his mother ran to the scene. 


‘Mother Rolls Boy in Bedding. 

Carrying the boy to a bedroom she rolled 
shim in the bed clothing and smothered the 
flames,. but only after she had received se- 
vere burns that may cause her death. The 
boy was unconscious when removed to the 
hospital and probably will die. Martin Flem- 
ing, a coachman for W. P. Rend, had seen 
the explosion from his employer's barn, and 
seizing several blankets ran to the house. 


As the children ran down the rear stairs 


he seized several, and with the aid of George 
Hammond wrapped them in the thick cloth, 
his promptness saving several. 

Sadie Levy, her skirts ablaze, clambered 
to the porch railing and sprang to the ground 
in her excitement. She was rendered uncon- 
scious, but the fire was quickly extinguished. 
Several of the children were not touched 
by the gasoline, but were burned by contact 
with their companions, who were shea 
biindly about. 

A number of physicians were telephoned 
for and for an hour aided in attending the 
children. The fire caused by the explosion 
was extinguished before the arrival of the 
fire department. 


Large Crowd in Street. 
While the children were running about the 
neighborhood with their clothing on fire a 


large crowd was attracted to the neighbor- 


hood. Several hundred people blocked the 
street, and some of the bolder ones tried to 
force their way into the house: 

The West Lake street police were sum- 
moned, and Sergeant Peter Lynch on his 
arrival ordered the crowds, which only added 
to the excitement, dispersed. The police 
then proceeded to the work of removing the 
injured to the county hospital. 


Boy Suffers Great Pain. 

Mrs. Loughran had placed Harry in bed 
after the fire in his clothes had been extin- 
guished. When the police reached him he 
was screaming with pain. He was lifted 
from the bed to a chair, and begged for 
something to make him “‘ go to sleep *’ and 
relieve his sufferings. An ambulance took 
him to the hospital. 

Bessie Thompson and Bessie Stillwell were 
removed to the hospital, and Mrs. Loughran 
also was taken there. 

At the hospital early this morning it wae 
stated that Harry Loughran's condition was 
critical. Mrs. Loughran had been taken 
home. She was seriously burned, but her 
early recovery is expected.

HELD POR $25,427 


RICH NEW YORK COUPLE ARREST- 


ED AT ALEXANDRIA BAY. 


L. L. Richman, Wealthy Mirror Manu- 
facturer, and His Wife Accused of 
Stealing Diamond Necklace and 
Mohey from Dr. and Mrs. Walter E. 
Delabarre, a Bridal Couple at Re- 
sort — Missing Jewels Found in 
Trunk of Suspected Persons. 


Alexandria Bay, N. Y., July 2.—[Special. ]— 
Mr. and Mrs. Louis L. Richman of New 
York, the husband a wealthy manufacturer 
of mirrors, are under arrest here charged 
with stealing diamonds and money valued 
at $25,427 from Mr. and Mrs. Walter E. 
Delabarre, wealthy New Yorkers who are 
here on their bridal tour, having been mar- 
ried at the Waldorf-Astoria last Monday. 

Among the arrivals at the Crossmon house 
last night were Dr. and Mrs. Delabarre and 
Mr. and Mrs. L. L. Richman of New York. 
After dinner the doctor and Mrs. Delabarre 
sat on the veranda for a short time. 


Diamonds Lost on Veranda. 
Shortly after Mrs. Delabarre reached her 
apartment she discovered that she had left 
her chamois jewel bag on the veranda seat. 


' It was immediately recovered, but the con- 


tents had been removed. It had centained 
$427 and a diamond necklace valued at $25,- 
000. Dr. and Mrs. Delabarre had been seated 
directly opposite and quite near one of the 
windows Of the rooms occupied by the Rich- 
mans. 


Detective Watches Richmans. 

‘The loss was reported to the proprietor 
and he hastened special messengers for At- 
torney John O’Leary of Clayton. Detec- 
tive Jones and Chief of Police C. G. Witt 
were also hurriedly called. Detective Jones 
remained on the veranda, near the window, 
the greater part of the night, and at daylight, 
taking up his position in the adjoining rooms 
to those occupied by the Richmans he ac- 
cumulated evidence sufficiently strong to 
convince him that he had located the guilty 
parties. 

Finds Money in Belt. 

The detective gained admission to their 
rooms and found the Richmans packing their 
trunks. He searched their belongings and 
found the exact amount of money missing 
and also the diamond necklace. 

Mrs. Richman protested that she had never 
seen the necklace and that they had no 
knowledge of it being in their possession, 
nor could they account for the money being 
in their trunk. They said some outsider 
must have secreted it there as a hiding place 
unknown, to them. 

Mr. Richman and his wife were held in 
room 16 at the Crossmon house under guard 
of two policemen. Warrants were issued 
for their arrest and they were taken in 
charge by the sheriff of Jefferson county. 


Are Held to Grand Jury. 

The necklace was found in the lining of a 
trunk, and the money was sewed in the gray 
skirt Mrs. Richman was wearing. The 
searchers found in the two trunks and the 
suit case carried by Mr. and Mrs. Richman 
a quantity of silken underwear, silk stock- 
ings, and shirt waists. The Richmans placed 
their case in the hands of John T. Delaney, 
an attorney of Alexandria Bay. When the 
cage came Up in court they waived examina- 

to appear before the grand 
jury which sits at Watertown on Oct. 6. 
Mr. Delaney objected to holding the Rich- 
mans, on the ground of insufficient evidence, 
but Justice Davis overruled his objection. 


Well Known in New York. 

New York, July 2.—[Special.]—Dr. Walter 
E. Delabarre of 224 Central Park south was 
married last Monday at the Waldorf-As- 
toria to Miss Frances Hagaman. Immedi- 
ately after the ceremony the couple left on 
a wedding tour. A. P. Delabarre of 141 
Broadway said today his brother was away 
on a wedding trip. He said he did not know 
whether the bride had a $25,000 necklace. 

Mrs. Delabarre received many handsome 
brida) gifts, ome of which was a necklace of 
pearls from Dr. Delabarre. This may he 
the necklace that figures in the story from 
Alexandria bay. Dr. Delabarre is one of the 
visiting surgeons of the New York ophthal- 
mic hospital, and is a member of numerous 
medical societies, both state and national. 


Richman Respected Business Man. 

Louts L. Richman is one of the best known 
and most respected business men of the 
lower east side. For the last fifteen years 
he has been a wholesale dealer in mirrors at 
89 Bowery, and prior to that he was for ten 
years in the same business in Catherine 
street. 

He owns much real estate and has been 
a prominent supporter of the local Hebrew 
charities, having been for a long time vice 
president of the board of directors of Beth 
Israel hospital. 


Richman’s Son Aroused. 

Young Mr. Richman, when told of his fath- 
er and mother’s arrest, could not be made to 
believe that the report was true. 

‘* My father or my mother steal anything!” 
he cried. ‘“‘ Why, the idea is preposterous! 
Somebody will suffer for this outrage, for 
neither of them ever did a dishonest thing 
‘in all their lives. 

** As for those jewels, my mother had more 
than $25,000 worth of her own with her. 
Why should she want to steal any other 
woman’s jewels? The whole thing is a lie 
and an outrage. I shall go to Alexandria 
Bay tonight to see for myself what has‘hap- 
pened.”’ 


COLLISION CAUSES PANIC 
AMONG BOAT’S PASSENGERS. 


Steamer Mary Runs Into Timber Crib 
- While Leaving Michigan City Har- 
* ‘bor and Fears Arise Vessel Will Sink. 


Passengers on the steamer Mary were 
panic stricken yesterday afternoon when the 
steamer collided with a timber crib while 
leaving the harbor at Michigan City for Chi. 
cago. The crib was moored just outside of 
the life saving station and in plain sight. 
It is said the wheelsman was a green hand 
and not accustomed to handling the beat. 
In some manner he let it sheer and it ran 
into the crib head on pith a crash that was 
heard for a long distance. 

As the steamer rebounded from the col- 
lision a cry arose that a leak had been made 
and that the boat was in danger of going 
down. The officers of the boat made a hasty 
examination and finally succeeded in assur- 
ing the passengers that they were In no dan- 
ger. The Mary continued on its way to Chi- 
cago, reaching here at 8 o'clock, and left 
again for Michigan City at 9 o'clock. 

The crib is owned by Hausler & Lutz, who 
have the government contract for building 
the Michigan City breakwater, and was to 
have formed a section of the long pier. It 
was built of heavy timbers and was lying 
in the river waiting for fair weather so that 
it might be sunk in place. 

The crib is valued at $10,000, and is said to 
have been so badly damaged that it must 
be rebuilt. The presence of the cribs in 
Michigan City harbor has resulted in two 
collisions for the Mary, neither resulting in

Letter Shows Plan to Elope. 

A torn letter, planning an elopement, led 
to the arrests. The letter was found in Mrs. 
O'Malley's waste basket, pieced together, 
and it gave a clew which the police were 
prompt to follow up. Hearin is said to bea 


‘goutherner, but his parents reside in a fash- 


ionable section of New York, at 14 Morning- 
side Heights. He is 20 years old and is a 
youth of education and distinguished bear- 
ing. He was arrested last night while wait- 
ing for Mrs. O'Malley in Broad street sta- 
tion, whence they were going to Chicago 
on the 8:50 train. Mre. O'Malley was taken 
into custody as she was leaving the house 
of her brother-in-law, Dr. Joseph besa 
at 2228 South Broad street. 

Dr. Austin O'Malley was tormerly an 
structor in English in the college depart- 
ment of the university of Pennsylvania,from 
which institution he was graduated. Re- 
cently he went west to accept the chair of 
English literature at Notre Dame, where he 
was stricken with the ailment with-which he 
is suffering at St. Agnes’ hospital.

WANT O'DONNELL PUT OU? 


COOK COUNTY JUDGES SEND PETI- 
TION TO GOVERNOR. 


Members of Bench Unite in Demanding 
Removal of Public Administrator 
from Office as Result of His Convic- 
tion on Conspiracy Charge—Yates 
Refuses to Say What Action He will 
Take—Political Pressure Said to Be 
Used. 


The judges of Cook eounty have demanded 
of Gov. Yates that he remove Public Admin- 
istrator Patrick J. O'Donnell from office. A 
petition was forwarded from Chicago yes- 
terday morning, and it reached the ohlet 
executive last night. 

When seen in Springfield the governor re- 
fused to say what action he would take on 
the demand. .It was said by several of his 
friends that O’Donnell probably would be 
ousted. 

When O’Donnell was convicted of con- 
spiracy to, bribe a jury it was expected that 
Gov. Yates would at once request him to fe- 
sign the office, to which he was appointed 
by Gov. Tanner and reappointed by the in- 
cumbent executive. But no such action was 
taken by the governor, and the judges, grow- 


ding tired of the governor’s inaction, made up | 


their minds to file a formal demand. 


Administrator in Name Only. _ 

In the absence of action by Gov. Yates, 
Judge Cutting refused to issue any letters 
of administration to O’Donnéll, so since his 
conviction he has been public administrator 
in name only. But meanwhile the probate’ 
business has been accumulating, ‘and the 
judges decided that it was time some dispo- 
sition should be made of O’Donnell’s case. 

It is said that political pressure has been 
brought to bear on Gov. Yates to retain: 
O’Donnell In office. . The argument is said 
to have been made that O’ Donnell was drawn 
into the jury bribing affair by his law part- 
nér, Brady, and that he was ignorant of the 
fact that bribery was contemplated. 

While the governor has been hesitating in 
the matter he has been severely criticised by | 
judges, lawyers, and even politicians who 
heretofore have not been ea? iP to the 
state administration, 


_ Deny Breaking of Partnership. 

O’Donnell and his law partner, James T. 
Brady, took the field yesterday with denials. 
that they are breaking up legal part- 
nership. The friends of the former assert 
that the dissolution of the law firm may not 
come until after the trial of the second case. 
There is too much at stake, it is declared, to 
allow of the public administrator and his 
partner to part company yet. ; 

‘“‘As a result,”’ said a friend of the firm 
last night, ‘‘ Brady has regained His temper 
and has repocketed his revolver with the 
promise that he will never again pull the 
weapon on O’Donnell.”’ 

A notice was issued by the firm last night, 
signed by both O'Donnell and Brady, deny- 
ing that the partnership had been dis- 
solved, or that dissolution was contemplat- 
ed.

CORONER AIDS DISBROW. 


DENIES ON WITNESS STAND FOR- 
MER DAMAGING STATEMENTS. 


Declares He Never Told Any One That 
There Were Marks of Violence on 
Clarence Foster's Face—Starts Sen- 
sation by Testifying to Seeing a Cut 
Over Miss Lawrence’s Eye—Young 
Woman Who Heard Conversations 
in Hotel Makes Defendant Wince. 


Good Ground, N. Y., July 2.—{Special.]— 
Coroner John A. Nugent of Southampton, 
one of the principal witnesses at the exam- 
ination of Louis A, Disbrow, charged with 
the murder of Clarence Foster and Sarah 
Ray Lawrence in Tiana bay on the morning 
of June 10, made a double sensation at the 
opening of the hearing today. Despite the 
testimony at the tnquest conducted by him- 
self, and despite his repeated statement to 
reporters that there was a cut or abrasion 
over Foster's right eye when his body was 
taken from the water he went on the stand 
and swore that there was no such cut, and 
that he had never said there was. 

In addition to this he made the startling 
statement that there was a pronounced in- 
jury over the left eye of Miss Lawrence when 


that there has ever been the slightest inti- 
mation that there was any indication of vio- 
lence on the girl's body, and the first time 
that any contradiction, official or otherwise, 
has been made of the statement repeatedly 
made by those who saw Foster’s body before 
it was buried that there was an abrasion over 
the right eye. 


Refuses to Explain Testimony. 


Coroner Nugent declined to make any ex- 
planation of his testimcny, and tonight it is 
the talk of the place. Dr. Chattell, Byron 
Newton, and others who saw the wound or 
Fostefs head will go on the witness stand 
tomorrow and tell about it. A number of 
reporters have been subpoenaed, and will. 
testify that the coroner himself told them 
about the injury over Foster's right eye. 

Lawyer Roland Mills, Disbrow’s counsel, 
will oppose the admission of this evidence, 
on the ground that it is an attempt of the 
people to impeach their own witness, but 
Justice Foster has already opened the way 
for the admission of this testimony by allow- 
ing one witness today to tell of a conversation 
he had on this subject with the coroner on 
the day that Foster's body was exhumed. 

Only once during the day di Disbrow 
show any signs of weakness, and that was 
during the testimony of Miss Anna Pearsall. 
John W. Caffrey, the government life saver, 
who found Foster's body on the morning of 
June 14, said that when he took the body

Never Saw Blood Before. 


In his time the witness said he had taken 
many bodies of drowned persons from the 
water, but Foster's was the only one he had 
ever seen that bled after death.

Treasury Department May In- 
‘vestigate Bribery of In- 
\ spectors at New York. 


EX-EMPLOYE GIVES NAMES 


Sampler Says He Was Discharged 
at Request of Trust Because 
| He Was Honest. 


New York, July 2.—[Special.]—The meth- 
ods of the American sugar refining company 
in connection with the levying of import 
duties on the vast quantities of raw sugar it 
handles at this port are likely to be investi- 
gated at any early day by special officers de- 
tailed for that purpose by the treasury de- 
partment on the order of Secretary Shaw. 

The efforts of H. C. Corsa of Plainfield, 
N. J., a discharged assistant sampler, to se- 
cure reinstatement in the service of the gov- 
ernment led him on March 14 last to write 
Secretary Shaw a letter, setting forth in 
detail the reasons—from Corsa’s point of 
view—for his discharge. 

He told Secretary Shaw, and still asserts, 
that his discharge was brought about by the 
American sugar refining company, and that 
ts grievance against him was that, on the 
order of the appraiser of the port, he assisted 
in the investigation of alleged irregularities 
on the part of the American sugar refining 
company, the result of which would be a 
loss to the government of thousands of dol- 
lars a year. | 


Charged with Neglecting Duty. 

Corsa is a veteran of the civil war, having 
participated in every important battle of the 
army of the Potomac. He is a stalwart re- 
publican, and says he is authorized to refer 
to W. R. Coddington and Hamilton Kean.

After he was removed Internal Revenue 
Collector Treat wrote to Appraiser White- 
head urging that he be reinstated, and in 
reply Mr. Whitehead, under date of Feb. 25, 
said in part:

PACKING INDUSTRY 18 BIG 


HUNDREDS OF MILLIONS INVEST- 
IN BUSINESS. 


Census Bureau Gives Oat Figures on 
Capital Involved and Other Statis- 
ties—Wage Earners Employed Now 
Number 68,534 as Against 3,276 Fif- 
ty Years Ago — Fewer Establish- 
ments, but Present Ones Are Enor- 
mous-—Center Moves to the West. 


Washington, D. C., July 2.—[Special.]— 
There has been a phenomena! growth in the 
slaughtering and meat packing industries 
of the country, as shown by a bulletin is- 
sued by the census office today. The cap- 
ital now invested in the packing business is 
$189,198,264, as compared with $3,482,500 in 
18530, the number of establishments at pres- 
ent béing 921, as against 185 fifty years ago. 

The number of wage earners increased 
from 3,276 to 68,534; the wages paid from 
$1,231,536 to $33,457,013; the cost of materials 
used from $9,451,006 to $683,583,577; and the 
value: of products from $11,981,642 to $785,- 
562,433. The average amount of capital in- 
vested per establishment grew from $18,824 
in 1850 to $205,427 in 1900; the average yearly 
earnings of the wage earners grew from $376 
to $488; and the average value of products 
per establishment rose from $64,766 to $852.,- 

The growth was steady. 


Fewer Plants than Formerly. 


While there is a large increase in thenum- 
ber of establishments in existence in 1850 
there are 2,000 fewer today than there were 
ten years ago, which is conclusive proof that 
the ejormows packing concerns have ab- 
sorbed a great many of the smaller ones. 

Causes which contributed to the growth of 
this industry are the settlement of the west- 
ern country, and the consequent expansion 
of territory devoted to stock raising; the 
extension of railroads and the increased fa- 
cility of communication; the methods de- 
vised to insure preservation of meats, such 
as improved methods of curing, and the in- 
troduction and improvement of mechanical 
and chemical processes of refrigeration, ren- 
dering summer packing possible; the utiliza- 
tion of every part of the animal and the adop- 
tion of labor saving devices. 


Cincinnati Once the Center. 


During the ten years covered by the eighth 
census taken in 1860 the center of the meat 
industry was at Cincinnati and in the Ohio 
valley, The average amount of capital in- 
vested per establishment increased from 
$18,824 to $39,221, or 108.4 per cent, while the 
average value of products per establish- 
ment increased from $64,766 to $113,675, or 
75.5 per cent. 

From that time concentration in definite 
centers was’a marked feature ofithe growth, 
The effects of the industrial crisis of 1857, 
with its wholesale reduction of wages, is 
seen by the difference in the average yearly 
wage paid in 1850 and 1860. In 1850 it was 
$376, which decreased to $202 In 1860, a de- 
crease of 46.3 per cent. The winter packing

Ilinois Now in the Lead. 


During 1890 and 1900 Illinois led every state 
in the union in the value of the products In 
the packing industry. In 1900 this amounted 
to $287,922,277, as against $212,291,382 in 1890. 
The amount of capital invésted in Illinois 
in 1900 was $71,229,262, as against $40,807,115 
in 1890. A table giving a comparative sum- 
mary for 1880, 1890, and 1900 of those cities 
that in 1900 showed a production to the value. 
of $1,000,000 and over shows that the product 
of Chicago alone reached a value of $256,- 
527,949 in 1900, or 32.7 per cent of the total 
value for the United States; in 1890, this ratio 
was 36.3 per cent, a net loss during the decade 
of 3.6 per cent. bas” 


Large Gains in the West. 


Chicago’s advance in value of products 
during these ten years was $52,921.547,.or 26 
per cent. The number of establishments 
steadily decreased, falling from 70 in 1880 
to 57 in 1890 and 88 in 1900. Kansas City. 
stood second in value of products in 1900, 
gaining during the decade $33,860,579, or 81.8 
per cent. Of the total value of products in 
the United States, Kansas City furnished 
9.4 per cent in 1900 and 7.1 per cent in 1590, 
a“Bain of 2.3 per cent. 

Unfortunately the figures upon which to 
base such a comparison for South Omaha 
are not available. The industry had no ex- 
istence in 1880, and the figures for 1890 were 
not published separately. The total produc- 
tion for the state of Nebraska for 1890, how- 
ever, of which South Omaha constituted a 
part, was $28,941,144, which was exceeded in 
1900 by $38,948,605 by South Omaha alone. 


South Omaha Is Important, 


In 1900 South Omaha produced 8.6 per cent 
of the total value of the product of the Unit- 
ed States. In number of establishments Bal- 
timore ranked first, with seventy-three es- 
tablishments, followed by Philadelphia with 


Chicago, with thirty-eight, stood fourth. In 
the order of capital invested, wages paid, 
and number of wage earners, the relative 
rank of the cities followed closely the same 
rank as under the value of production. The 
widest variations occurred in the average 
amount of capital invested and average 
value of product per establishment in the dif- 
ferent cities. 

South Omaha had the largest average in- 
vestment of $2,600,570 per establishment. 
Kansas City’s average capitalization per es- 
tablishment was $1,889,825; Chicago’s, $1,- 
766,788; South St. Joseph (with St. Joseph), 
$1,040,180. In the average value of products 
per establishment, South Omaha led with 
$11,314,958; Kansas City had $9,223.471: Chi- 
cago, $6,750,736, and South, St. Joseph, in- 
cluding St. Joseph, $5,940,995. 


Chicago Makes Rapid Strides. 


About 20,000 hogs were killed at Chicago 
in 1850-'51, and from that time the amount 
of business done in Chicago increased rap- 
idly. The early ‘50s saw the beginning of 
railroad operations in the west. Naturally, 
this had a great influence on the packing 


, business, and to this cause much of Chica- 


g0's prominence as a packing center may be 
traced. 

Up to this time St. Louis was unimportant 
as a packing center, and other prominent 
packing cities of today, such as Kansas City, 
South Omaha, and South St. Joseph, were 
unknown to the packing world. These cities 
did not assume importance until later. 

Cincinnati was the leading packing center 
in the United States until 1861-'42, when 
Chicago took the lead, which it has retained. 
With its $256,527,049 worth of products dur- 
ing the census year of 1900 the city of Chi- 
cago stands as the chief center of the slaugh- 
tering and meat packing industry of the 
United States, 


Business of Great Proportions. 


The preparation of animal food products 
at this point has come to be one of the gréat- 
est industrial and commercial enterprises 
that have been evolved by the American peo- 
ple. This has not been due to accident nor 
wholly to the alert and businesslike qualities 
of Chicago's citizens. It has been chiefly be- 
cause of Chicago's location. Nature located 
seen to be a gateway of commerce, and Chi- 

As early as 1673 Jollet saw that if a canal 
were cut through half a league of prairie 
boats could pass from the lake of Blinois 
(Lake Michigan) into the St. Louis river (the 
IlMnois, including the Desplaines). A city 
possessing such @ location, between the 
lakes and the great west, was naturally early 
seen to be a gateway of commerce, and Chi- 
cago became the center for the vast systems 
of transportation that converge there today, 
and that include more than one-half of the 
railroad systems of the United States. 

The Union stockyards were founded in 
1865, when 320 acres of land was purchased, 
and the yard opened in December, 1865. This 
plant is now worth at least $10,000,000, and on 
the square mile of land upon which the yards 
are located are the slaughtering and packing 
houses that in 1900 reported a capital in- 
vested of over $67,000,000, 

More than 50,000 men found employment in 
and about the yards in 1900, in the packing 
establishments and in the service necessary 
to the handling of the stock. Within the 
stockyards are 200 acres of yardage, 20 miles 
of street, 20 miles of water troughs, 75 miles 
of drainage and water pipes, and 150 miles of 
railroad track, which is the property of the 
stockyards company, which also owns and 
operates the locomotives.

Imperial Conference Likely to 
Take Advisory Action 
| Regarding Projects. 


MANY PLANS DISCUSSED.

Review , of Indian Troops by 
Prince of Wales Proves Bril- 
_ liant Spectacle.

LONDON, July 3, 3 a. m.—There is increas- 
ing probability that the imperial conference 
will take advisory action respecting the 
steamship subsidy. 

The question would be readily settled if 
the imperial government would meet Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, and Canada half way 
In the payment of subsidies. A colonial 
Official who is well informed on this sub- 
ject told me yesterday that the combina- 
tion could be formed in twenty-four hours 
if the home government would agree to di- 


_vide expenses with the colonies. 


There is no evidence that the board of 
trade and the admiralty have gone further 
than to discuss informally the payment of 
one-third of the mail subsidies required for 
keeping the lines out'of foreign control, and 
thereby assuring the independence of Brit- 
ish shipping interests. The pressure from 
the conference may be exerted in favor of 
more liberal grants from the British treas- 
ury. This result is more probable than the 
adoption of preferential customs, and a 
colony steamship subsidy plan favored by 
the. conference is not likely to include any 
line like the Cunard, running between Brit- 
ish and American ports. 

Sir Edmund Barton is less influential in 
the imperial conference than has been ex- 
pected. It is an open secret that politics 
in the new commonwealth is not going 
smoothly, and that Barton is anxious to re- 
tire from the premiership and take refuge 
in the Australian supreme court. 


Indian Troops in Brilliant Show. 

The review of 1,300 Indian troops at the 
horse guards parade was a remarkable 
pageant. It was a picked body of the na- 
tion’s soldiers, one-fourth cavalry and three- 
fourths infantry and artillery, representing 
in detachments twenty-five men in every 
branch of the Indian army. The prevailing 
uniform was scarlet illuminated with gold, 
and nearly all the soldiers wore turbans 
either of blue, red, or purple, with gold deco- 
rative lines. There was a richness and vari- 
ety of uniforms, and the soldiers themselves 
were tall and sinewy. The viceregal guards 
of the palace from Bombay, the Madras lan- 
cers from Bengal, and Sikhs, Gourkhas, 
Mahrattas, and@*all the other regiments made 


famous in Kipling’s tales swept by in orien- j 


tal splendor and color. All except the little 
Gourkhas were tall and lithe, and there their 


‘ pesembiance ended, for hardly two turbans 


were alike, and the uniforms offered fan- 
tastic combinations of canary yellow and 
black, khaki and blue, scarlet and gold, crim- 
son and white, and ofange and green. 


Distinguished Persons Present, 

Indian princes werd present with the dis- 
tinguished company of foreign envoys and 
military attachés, anf the prince of Wales, 
who inspected the ranks, was atfended by a 
brilliantly mounted staff. 

The queen was recefved, as on the previous 
day, with heartfelt enthusiasm by an im- 
mense assemblage of spectators. Always 
popular with the masses of England, she 
now has the same tribute of sincere affec- 
tion which Victoria invariably commanded. 

The American embassy and other guests 
were entertained by Admiral Crowninshield 
at Gravesend yesterday on the battleship 
Illinois. The arrangements for Independence 
day include the usual reception at the em- 
bassy.and a banquet at the Hotel Cecilin the 
evening. The oratory may be cut short, 
since the durbar at the India office will bea 
unique function, which cannot be seen again. 
Cempbell-Bannerman gave a dinner party 
last night in honor of the colonial statesmen 
now in London, and Princess Louise and the 
duchess of Connaught conducted minor func- 
tions during the day. There was a meeting 
of the coaching club, a large garden party 
at Lady Elliott's for the colonials, a private 
view of Rosetti’s works at Leighton house, 
and a big ball at Crystal palace,

ROW OVER IRISH LANDS. 


PROBLEM STARTS HOT DEBATE IN 
| HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Government Is Warned That Unless It 
Stops Wholesale Evictions Serious 
Trouble Is Certain—Plea Made for 
General Reduction of Rents in Sec- 
tions Where the Soil Is Poor—Cheers 
and Hisses Greet Statements Made 
by Leaders of Each Side. 


LONDON, July 2.—A long and heated de- 
bate on the Irish lanl question was precipi- 
tated in the house 0f commons tonight. 
Thomas W. Russell, liberal. moved the ad- 
journment of the house to discuss the pend- 
ing evictions from the estate of Lord de 
Freyne in Roscommon county, in connec- 
tion with which that nobleman recently had 
writs issued against several members of the 
Irish parliamentary party, whom he charged 
with conspiracy. 

Mr. Russell declared that unless the gov- 
ernment intervened to prevent these evic- 
tions an era of turmo!l would be inaugurated 
in the west of Ireland, where there was 
trouble enough already. He said that he 
had visited the De Freyne estate three times 
and that he was thoroughly convinced of the 
injustice under which the tenants suffered. 
The people there were the poorest of the 
poor, He believed one word from Mr. Wynd- 
ham, the chief secretary for Ireland, would 
settle the whole trouble, and he thought the

CUBAN CUSTOMS SHOW GAINS. 


Increase Over June, 1901, Reported— 
Palma Will Encourage the Importa- 
tion of Cattle. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

HAVANA, July 2--The June receipts of 
the Havana custom house were $889,198, an 
increase of $31,331 over June, 1901. The 
amount collected in May was $82,416 less 
than in the corresponding month last year. 

President Palma has sent to the senate 
a project of Sefior Terry, minister of agri- 
culture, for the encouragement of the cattle 
industry. It provides that cows for breed- 
ing purposes, cows with calves, and bulls of 
the Jersey, Guernsey, Devon, Durham, or 
Hereford breeds, or from Porto:Rico or Ar- 
gentina shall enter Cuba free of duty. 

Cattle ‘weighing 550 pounds coming from 
Florida shall pay a duty of $2.50 per head, 
which is 530 cents higher than the present 
duty. Geldings over 1530 centimeters in 
height shall pay $15, and if under that 
height $5. Mares above 150 centimeters 
shall pay $4, and if under that height $7. 

Stallions measuring above 150 centimeters 
shall be admitted free. Cattle from Mexicc 
weighing over 700 pounds and from Vene- 
zuela and Colombia weighing over 800 pounds 
shall pay $8 duty each. Cattle from the 
countries specified weighing less than the 
@veights mentioned shall pay §$2. 

In the preamble of the project Minister 
Terry says it is calculated that 300,000 head 
of cattle are consumed in Cuba yearly. At 
$30 each this makes their value $9,000,000. 
Theit hides are worth $1,500,000. The pro- 
posal to fix lower duties for the lighter cat- 
tle is prompted by the idea of encouraging 
the importation of light stock to be fattened 
in the island. 


URGES CHANGES FOR SAMOA. 


United States Fiscal Agent Recom- 
mends Modifications in Form of 
Government in Island. 


Washington, D. C., July 2.—William Black- 
lock, United States vice consul and fiscal 
agent at Apia and Tutuila, Samoa, has ar- 
rived in the city to lay beforeithe proper offi- 
clals a statement of conditions in Tutulla 
and to suggest amendments to the present 
scheme of government of the island. 

He says the present system of naval con- 
trol over the island should be modified so as 
to limit the naval commandant In the exer- 
cise of his purely naval functions to the 
naval station proper, leaving him to exercise 
the functions of a cly!l governor in the re- 
mainder of the island) Italsois deemed well 
to afford the white natives some sort of rep- 
resentation in the conduct of local affairs.

SCIENTIST TO DEVISE WAY OF 
GERMANIZING PEASANTS.

Will Make a Three Weeks’ Trip on 
Horseback Through the Country 
Districts and Investigate Condi- 
tions — Expenditure of a Fund of 
$63,000,000 in the Work Is at His 
Disposal—Bitterness Against Con- 
querors in Many Districts 


BERLIN, July 2.—Prof. Ernst von Halle, 
who visited the United States in 1901 for the 
purpose of inyestigating shipbuflding condi- 
tions for the German navy department, has 
been commissioned by the Prussian govern- 
ment to proceed to the province of Posen and 
study the economic and social life of the 
Poles, and their relations with the German 
settlers and to draw up recommendations 
for spending the recently appropriated Ger- 
manizing fund of $63,000,000. 

Herr von ‘Halle intends to devote three 
weeks to horseback journeys into the interior 
districts, so as to investigate farm life re- 
mote from the towns. 

The fund is to be devoted to strengthening 
the German element in the Polish provinces 

of Prussia by purchase of more estates in 
those provinces suitable for peasant settle- 
ments, and for the replanting of forest lands. 

A symptom of the bitterness of Polish feel- 
ing against the Germans has been exhibited 
in the village of Juschken, near Graudenz, 
western Prussia.

Rebuff for Freight Handlers, 

Efforts of the executive committee of the 
Chicago federation of labor to bring about 
a conference betweep representatives of the 
various railroads and the freiglit handlers 
were unavailing yesterday. The railway 
officials maintained their position of antag- 
onism to the idea of the union 
or organized labor asa body. They declined 
also to say whether they would permit an 
outsider like Franklin MacVeagh or Chair- 
man F. W, Job of the state board of arbitra- 
tion to intervene.

“We are and have been willing to confer 
with committees selected from our own em- 
ployés, but we will not meet committees 
composed of persons from other roads, That 
is the position we took at first, and nothing 
has occurred to cause us to change our 
siand.”’ 

The refusal to confer with the representa- 
tives of the federation leaves the freight 
handlers where they either must accept the 
proposition submitted by the various roads

State of Riot Exists in the Hasieton 

~~“pistrict and Authorities Have Seri- 
ous Trouble in Attempting to Main- 
tain Order—Mob Chases a Deputy 
Near Pittston-—One Justice Makes a 
Remarkable Statement on the Situ- 
ation—Marchers Are Arrested. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 2.—[Special.J— 
Pickets of the striking miners again this 
morning guarded all the roads leading to the 
collieries in the Hazleton district, and pre- 
vented bosses and other workers going to the 
mines. The operators are determined either 
to compel the local authorities to protect the 
men and prevent interference or have the 
state troops called out. They have notified 
the justices and other officials of the 
boroughs and townships that they must pro- 
tect the workers. 

A state of riot existed throughout that 
region today. The companies are having 
each of the men who was turned back make 
out a statement. It is their intention to 
either force the authorities to protect the 
men or compel them to call upon the sheriff 
for aid, and if that official cannot give it to 

ke him call upon the governor. 


Trouble at Drifton Colliery. 


The condition is rapidly approaching the | 


point where an outbreak is likely. At the 
Drifton colliery of Coxe Bros. & Co. the sit- 
uation is critical. This morning a crowd of 
strikers armed with clubs, stones, and re- 
volvers was stopped by the deputy sheriffs 
while marching on the colliery; at other 
places the deputies read the riot act to im- 
press the crowd. Workers who did not read- 
ily obey the order to turn back were as- 
saulted. Alvin Wasmer, chief engineer for 
Coxe Bros. & Co., was badly mauled and 
bruised, 


Views of One Justice. 


Justice of the Peace McKelvey sent, in an- 
swer to the operators’ request, a long let- 
ter, one paragraph of which stated: 

“From the speech of the president of 
Hazle township, I find that the only people 
who are engaged in attempted breaches of 
the peace are the armed thugs who are mas- 
querading under the guise of the law, whose 
evident purpose is to incite peaceful, law 
abiding miners to break the peace so that 
they may be justified in shooting them 
down.” 

Big massmeetings of the miners were held 
today at Beaver Meadow and McAdoo, and. 
the officials of the union addressed them. 


First Trial of Boycotter. 

The first case incited by the “ citizens’ 
alliance ’’ was tried ths afternoon. The al- 
liance heard that a number of merchants of 
the west side had been declared “ unfair,’’ 
and a notice posted, signed by WilHMam Fit- 
zer, a mine worker. Fourteen of the mer- 
chants were induced to prosecute, and the 
case was called before Justice Van Loon at 
Kingston this afternoon. Fitzer was held 
under $500 in each of the fourteen cases on 
the charge of Mbel, and in default of the 
total $7,000 bail he was sent to jail. 


Marchers Are Arrested. 


Four arrests occurred this morning at 
Freeland, and the rioters are now in jail. 
Deputy Sheriff Isaac Eckert and a force uf 


‘deputies intercepted a crowd of 300 strikers 


marching toward.the Drifton colliery of 
Coxe Bros. & Co. Eckert read the riot act 
and most of the men were turned back. John 
‘Shoviin had a big revolver, and, laying it 
over his left arm, dared any deputy or any 
one else to make him turn back. He was 
arrested, and with him John Schroeder, John 
Wuscavage, and William Celat, and brought 
back to this city and sent to.jail. 

A number of John Doe warrants were is- 
sued, and thirty to fifty others will be ar- 
rested if they can be found. The crowd, 
which was armed with iron clubs, sticks, and 
stones, has been causing much excitement 
along the road leading to the Drifton col- 
liery since Sunday morning, refusing to let 
any workers pass and turning back provision 
wagons. 

First March of Women. 

The first march of women occurred tonight, 
north of this city, a route several miles long 
being covered by 100 of them marching two 
by two along the road. They hissed all the 
nonunion men they met, and hooted and 
yelled_in front of all the nonunion houses 
they passed. They would allow no men in 
their ranks. 

Mob Chases a Deputy. 

Pittston, Pa., July 2.—[Special.J—c,. A. 
Brown of Wilkesbarre, a Lehigh valley coal 
company civil engineer, who is acting as 
deputy at the William A. colliery at Con 
nelton, had a narrow escape with his life 
in a fight with a mob of angry Italians at 
Duryea, within one mille of this city, this 
afternoon. Brown left the stockade, and 
started for a car to go to Wilkesbarre. The 
strikers’ picket sighted the man and sent 
a signal to the Italians. The mob was soon 
between the deputy and the stockade, ana 
the latter started on a run down the main 
street of Duryea with a mob close at his 
heels, pelting him with stones, 

The deputy. turned and fired several shots. 
He was met by Chief of ‘Police Cosgrove, 
who placed him under arrest for carrying 
concealed weapons and shooting firearms. 
The deputy was armed with four revolvers 
and 200 rounds. 

Chief Cosgrove, with an assistant, held 
the crowd at bay as they took their prison- 
er to the borough jail. The deputy made a 
break to escape, but had not gone a dozen 
yards until the mob struck him down. The 
police rescued their man before he had re- 
ceived any serious injury. The mob hung 


around the jail, threaterting to break down 
the doors and get the prisoner, but they were 
finally driven away. Fully a hundred shots 
were exchanged. |

Oil May Replace Coal. 

Garbondale, July 2.—[Special.J—A 
movement has been started among the rail- 
roads that have access to the Texas oil flelds 
to use petroleum as a motive power provid- 
ing a strike of the Illinois coal miners is or- 
dered. Should such a step be taken it would 
injure the coal industry of southern Ilinois. 
So far the delegates chosen to the Indianapo- 
lis convention of July 17 have been instructed 
not to vote for a strike. 


FAIL TO END MICHIGAN STRIKE. 


Mitchell Advises Miners to Settle Dif- 
ferences, but Scale Committee 
Does Not Agree. 


Saginaw, Mich., July 2.—[{Special.]—No 
agreement has been reached as to the differ- 
ences existing between the Michigan mine 
workers and the operators. The differences, 
which appear trivial to the average person, 
have resulted in a strike since April 1 and a 
loss in wages of $400,000 to the mine workers. 

President Mitchell reached here this morn- 
ing and addressed a meeting of the mine 
workers. He let it be known that he was in 
favor of a settlement of the difficulty if fair 
terms could be secured. He also intimated 
that national officers had all the trouble on 
their hands they could handle properly. This 
afternoon he addressed a joint conference of 
miners and operators and made an earnest 
plea for settlement. Subcommittees on the 
scale then went into secret session and dis- 
cussed the differences all afternoon. 

The mine workers insist upon an eight hour 
day for above ground workmen, the abolition 
of the éxisting system of the miners pushing 
the cars from the entries, and that there be 
no reduction in the wage scale. | 

It was after 5 o’clock when the scale com- 
mittees reported that no agreement had been 
reached. The operators conceded the de- 
mand of no reduction in the wage scale, an in- 
crease of 20 cents a day in pay of firemen, 
and a uniform schedule of wages for all top 
men in place of the eight hour demand. 

In the matter of pushing the cars from the 
entries. neither side would make any con- 
cession, and it was referred back to the local 
unions to vote upon. If they vote to accept 
the operators’ offer another conference will 
be called. If not, the strike goes on. :

Officials of the company think they can- 
not only provide banking facilities for South 
Chicago workmen but can also build up @ 
profitable institution. Backed by the Unit- 
ed States steel corporation, there can be 
no question about the financial soundness 
of the institution, and if necessary a small 
diversion of the millions of deposits of the 
big corporation to the new bank will alone 
render it profitable. 

BE. H. Gary, chairman of the board of dl- 
rectors of the United States steel corpora- 
tion, will be financially interested in the 
new institution, and it js understood it will 
have business relations with the Federal 
Trust and Savings bank, of which T. P.

MAJ. HARRY C. CUSHING DEAD: 


Well Known Retired Army Officer 
Passes Away at His Home in New 
Rochelle, WN. Y. 


New York, July 2.—Maj. Cooke 
Cushing died of heart disease today at his 
residence in New Rochelle. He had been ii] 
ten days. Maj. Cushing was a freshman at 
Brown university at the outbreak of the civil 
war, and enlisted as a private in the First 
Rhode Isiand artillery. After being made a 
second lieutenant he was assigned to the 
Fourth United States artillery, and was suc- 
cessively brevetted first Neutenant, captain, 
and major for distinguished service tn action, 
He was commissioned captain in 1871, and 
retired with the rank of major in 1892.

FLIRTING WITH GOTHAM. 


Oriole Manager Repays Ban 
Johnson’s Past Favors by

Baltimore, Md., July 2.—[Special.]—A con- 
ference of the owners of the Baltimore base- 
ball club was held here this afternoon, and 
although all parties interested are reticent 
it is learned on the best of authority that 
the club owners issued what am ts to an 


-ultimatum to President Ban Johnson of the 


American league. 

This is in effect that the present owners 
will either withdraw from the league or 
sell out their stock to the league itself unless 
Manager McGraw and Capt. Kelley are im- 
mediately reinstated from the suspension 


‘imposed for the forfeiture of last Saturday's 


game. 

John J. Mahon and Sidney Frank, who are 
‘gaid to own the bulk of the club’s stock, de- 
nied that they had threatened a withdrawal 
from the league, but admitted that such a 
course had been discussed at the meeting. 
Both Mahon and Frank and in fact all the 
stockholders of the club are indignant over 
Johnson's course and say they will stand 
by McGraw and Kelley to the end. 

It is admitted by them that Freedman and 
other club owners of the National league are 
making the most liberal offers to both Mc- 
Graw and Kelley to leave the American 
league. The question of withdrawing the 
club from Baltimore and locating it as an 
American league club in New York is also 
raed consideration, but it is denied that any 

finite action has been taken as yet. 

One thing is pretty certain, however. If 
Ban Johnson d not immediately reinstate 
McGraw and Kelley and adopt an entirely 
different course toward Baltimore these 
players will leave the club.

| The Rev. Flavius J. Brobst was pictured 
yesterday kissing the shoes of the wife he 
is suing for divorce. According to the story 
. old in Judge Horton’s court Mr. Brobst had 
mo particular affection for the shoes; he 
mImerely was trying to square ’’ himself. 
Previous to the osculatory exercise with 
the footwear the Rev. Mr. Brobst is said to 
have struck his wife in the neck. She de- 
murred, of course, and then Brobst, yielding 
to the argument that his conduct was un- 
nisterial, fell on his knees and applied his 


_ dips to the $2.75 vici kids. 


As an echo of the resounding smacks that 
followed came a promise from Mr. Brobst 
that he would be good in the future. He 
even wanted to bet Mrs. Brobst $25 that he 
never would strike her in the neck again. 

Mrs. Brobst didn’t take this particular bet, 
but she offered to make another bet that 
he’d better not. 


. Tells What “Brobst Says.”’ 


The principal witness in the divorce trial 
was Mrs. Elizabeth Fink, who lived at the 
Renfost when the Brobsts resided there. 
One night, she said, she was summoned to 
the Brobsts’ apartments by loud screams 
from the wife. ; 

** * Get out of here!’ says Brobst to me,”’ re- 
lated Mrs. Fink. “‘I have two sermons to 
eeepenp for tomorrow,’ says he. And so I 
wen 

“ But Mrs. Brobst called to me to come 
back, that Brobst was killing her. He had 


- locked the door, so I went in through the 


window. She was lying on the couch and 
begging Brobst to leave her alone and to 
Bive her property back. 


“I says to Brobst, ‘ Why don’t you leave . 


her alone?’ I called him ‘ Dr.’ Brobst then, 
but I have ceased to now. I says, ‘ Brobst, 
why don’t you give back her property?’ 

“ Brobst says to me, he says, ‘ It's covered 
with mortgages,’ and I says, ‘ That’s worse 
and more of it.’ ; 

“ Brobst says to me, he says, ‘ You get out 
of here or I will knock your head off!’ 

“I says, ‘I've got two sons, Brobst, and 


if you bother their mother they will make 


_mincemeat of you.’ 
“ Then he draws his fist back and I says to 
him, ‘ Brobst, that’s enough of that fist 
work,’ and he dropped his fist.’”’ 


As to the Shoe Kissing. : 


In telling of the shoe kissing performance 
Mrs. Fink went on to say: 

“ They had just returned to the hotel when 
I heard Mrs. Brobst scream and come run- 
ning down the stairs to my room. She 
rushed up to the door of my rooms with Mr. 
Brobst close behind her. oe 

“IT heard the screams and opened the door 
just in time to see Brobst catch his wife by 
the arm and hit her in the neck. 

“Then Brobst tried to make Mrs. Brobs 
g0° downstairs with him. She refused, and 
he said that he was sorry he had abused her. 
He was willing to bet $25 that he would never 
do it again, he said. 


* “Then Brobst got down on his knees and 
kissed his wife's shoes and her dress.”’ 


Gave Laudanum, Witness Says. 


Mrs. Fink declared that the minister ad- 
ministered laudanum to his wife on Satur- 
day evening, July 16, 1898, and that she had 


pemained unconscious during Saturday night 


and Sunday. She told of passing the Brobst 
‘apartments and seeing the windows tightly 
closed, the curtains down, the doors locked, 
and seemingly no one at home. 

Later she found out that Mrs. Brobst was 
ill, and visited her Monday evening. She 
had brought some milk for the woman to be 
used as an antidote to counteract the poison 
alleged to have been administered by Brobst. 

* As I was giving her the milk,” said Mrs. 
Fink, “‘ Brobst came in and ordered me out 
of the room. I went outside and the door 
was closed and locked. I called the elevator 
boy, and he secured a piano stool and opened 
the transom. | 

‘Some one hit his fingers every time he 
put his hand above the door. At last he got 
in and opened the door for me.”’ 

George Criswell, the elevator boy, corrob- 
orated the story of Mrs. Fink, as did Miss 
Laura Fink, her daughter.

If He Fails to Lay Bribery Charges Be- 
fore Grand Jury Switchtrack Ordi- 
nance Will Pass—Flood Subsides. 


Unless Joseph Hanreddy goes before the 
grand jury and tells what he knows about 
‘tthe bribery charges in the Allis-Chaimers 
switchtrack ordinance Ald. Fowler, chair- 
man of the streets and alleys west com- 
mittee, says the ordinance will be passed. 

“It is up to Hanreddy,” the aldermen say,

Hanreddy, who made thé charge on Tues- 
day that $200 had been promised to at least 
two members of the commitee if they would 
recommend the ordinance, did not repeat his 
statements. 

Threatens to Shun Committee. 

The streets and alleys west committee 
manages to get itself involved in unpleasant 
charges with such frequency that Ald. Beil- 
fuss declared he was thinking of staying 
away from it entirely. 

“TI am thinking of refusing to attend any 
more meetings of the committee,” he said. 
**I don’t believe in passing the ordinance to 
make Harreddy prove his cherges. Some 
of us have been watching for it, being anx- 
jous to protect Hanreddy. I did not know 
what it was until Ald, Minwegen and I had 
gone over a city map after it had been put 
through, and then we discovered that it was 
the Hanreddy ordinance.”’ 

Other members of the committee claimed 
that the haste in passing the measure was 
mecessitated by the faet that the company 
is to build a new building on Stein street, re- 
cently vacated, and that the tracks were 
needed to carry the building material.

NEWS OF THR RAILWAYS. 


STORAGE CHARGE FOR FREIGHT 
LEFT OVER TWO DAYS. 


Nule Announced for Chicago and. lm- 
mediately Adjacent Territory—Re- 
markable Decline in Receiverships 
~—Conference on Grain Rates 
Reaches No Conclusion and Will Be 
Resumed Today—Santa Fe Finishés 
a Line 


Notice was given yesterday by the rail. 
roads centering in Chicago of the revision of 
the rules of the Chicago car service associa- 
tion to become effective on Aug. 1 next, and 
of an amendment relating to storage of 
freight. 

The new tule provides that storage will 
be charged when freight unloaded at ratflroad 
warehouses or platforms is not removed by 
consignors within forty-eight hours from the 
first 6 p. m. after arrival. Storage will be 
charged when freight received for shipment 
is held at railroad warehouses or platforms 
more than forty-eight hours from the first 
6 p. m. after receipt, to complete a shipment 
or for forwarding directions. The charge 
will be at the rate of 6 cents a ton a day, or 
any fractional! part thereof. 

The foregoing applies to all freight handled 

within the area bounded by Lake Michigan 
on the east, Waukegan on the north; thence 
following and including the line of the Bigin, 
Joliet, and Eastern (Joliet excepted) to and 
in@luding Griffith, Ind.; thence north to 
Edgemoor, Ind., on Lake Michigan. 
§ This action, consignors and consignees of 
freight in this city claim, will greatly em- 
barrass them. In a great many instances, 
they say, the delay in completing shipments 
or in removing freight from warehouses is 
not their fault. 

The railroad people, on the other hand, say 
that forty-eight hours is ample time for re- 
moving freight‘or completing shipments, and 
that the new rule is necessary to prevent 
the blockading. of warehouses and tracks, 
and to give the railroads the use of their 
cars within a reasonable time. 


Decline in Receiverships. 

Railway receiverships and foreclosures se 
far this year have made the most remarkable 
record in the history of railroads in this 
country. Since Jan. 1, 1902, only one operat- 
ing railway, the New York and Pennsy!- 
vania, fifty-two miles long, has been placed 
in the hands of a receiver, and that one 
breaks all records for brevity of stay, the 
appointment having been made in February 
and the road having been sold under fore- 
closure and started for reorganization in 
May. 

During the twenty-six years in which the 
record has been kept by the Rallway Age of 
this city receivers have been appointed for 
639 roads, covering 114,400 miles of lines, and 
representing stocks and bonds aggregating 


.$6,201,397,000. In 18938 alone-no.less than 


seventy-four railroads went into bankruptcy, 
with 20,340 miles and $1,781,000,000 of stocks 
and bonds. But since that year of great 
financial calamity failures have rapidly de- 
creased and reorganizations have gone on 
at equal speed. Now only twenty-two roads, 
most of them small, representing but $61,- 
000,000 of apparent investment, remain in 
the hands of the courts. 


Conference on Grain Rates. 

A joint conference between the general 
traffic officials of eastern and western rail- . 
roads was held here yesterday for the pur- 
pose of devising means to adjust export 
grain rates from St. Louis and the west via 
St. Louis’ (including the Southern, Chesa- 
peake and Ohio, and Norfolk and Western) 
to the gulf and from Kansas City and St. 
Louist east bound to the seaboard. The 
rates have become demoralized owing to re- 
ductions made by the gulf roads, which were 
met by eastbound lines. An. understanding 
could not be reached, and another effort will 
be made today to adjust the trouble. 

Having acquired trackage rights from 
Savannah to Jesup into Jacksonville, Fia., 
the Southern railway hereafter will run fits 
vwn trains into and out of Jacksonville, 
treating that point as its southern terminus 
in Florida, thus adding 172 miles to its sys- 
tem, making the total 7,107 miles, not includ- 
ing the Alabama Great Southern, Mobileand 
Ohio, and Queen and Crescent roads, which 
aggregate about 1,500 miles. 


Transportation Notes. 
. The Santa Fé has completed another line 
in Indian Territory and operied it for freight 
and passenger traffic. The new road is 
known as the Kiowa, Chickasha and Fort 
Smith‘railway and runs from Paul’s Valley, 
Ind.

Frankfort, Ky., July 2.—The Louisville and 
Nashville railroad company today filed suit in the 
United States court to restrain the Kentucky 
board of valuation and assessment from collect- 
ing $32,009 assessed as franchise taxes, The coti- 
tention is that the railroad property is assessed for 
taxation on a 100 per cent valuation and other 
property on an 8O per cent basis. ‘ 


TO BUILD BIG SUGAR REFINERY. 


Federal Company Reveals Its Inten- 
tions by Increasing Capital from 
$100,000 to $50,000,000. 


Trenton, N. J., July 2.—The Federal sugar 
refining company, which was incorporated 
here recently with an authorized capital of 
$100,000, today filed papers increasing tts 
capital to $50.000.000, one-half of which is 
preferred stock, with 6 per cent cumulative 
dividends. The ineorporators are: Everett 
Jackson, New York, president; Perrie J. 
Smith of Morristown, N. J., secretary; and 
Charles T. Bingham, Brooklyn. 

The charter provides that the company 
may redeem its preferred stock at $125 and 
that the preferred stockholders may at any 
time have their preferred stock converted 
into common. 

New York, July 2.—It was learned here 
this afternoon that the business of the Fed- 
eral sugar refining company, as specified in 
the certificate, is principally the refining of 
sugar. The company was recently organ- 
ized by C. A. Spreckels and his associates 
for the refining of sugar by a new process.

MANY ACRES OF CORN RUINED. 


Great Damage Is Done to Growing 
Crops in the Thirteenth Congress- 
ional District. 


Sterling, Tll., July 2.—{Special.]—Repo 
from the counties of the Thirteenth con- 
gressional district show that in the district 
there are over 10,000 acres of corn that has 
been destroyed and ruined by the recent 
rains and floods. The greatest damage done 
to the crops is along the Green river bot- 
tons, where the banks have overflowed and 
the water at various places is three miles 
wide and-from three to five feet over corn 
‘and other growing grains. Great damage 
has also been done to oats and rye. Quail 
and prairie chicken eggs and the young and 
rabbits have been drowned by the thou- 


sands.

THE WORK OF THE HOUSE. 

Speaker Henderson says “no house of 
representatives since the ‘constitution was 
adopted has in the same length of time done 
the same amount of work that this house of 
representatives has done." This is true so far 
as the quantity of work done is concerned. 
As to the quality of work, there is room for 
argument. Some of the legislation of the 
house was well considered and praiseworthy 
and some of it was not. 

The house of representatives of this cen- 
tury has to work harder than the house of 
the last century in order to meet the de- 
mands of the public service. A comparison 
of the items of the great appropriation bills 
of fifty years ago and of today will convince 
the most incredulous that congress has in- 
finitely more to attend to now than in the 
past. 

There is so much to be done in connection 
with providing for the daily needs of the 
government that the individual member of’ 
the house cannot have the thorough knowl- 
edge of the details of legislation he had once. 
He must rely upon the committees which 
have had in hand the bills he has to vote on. 
The members of the important committees 
understand the subjects they have to deal 
with, and, thanks to them, the house is en- 
abled to legislate understandingly. The 
committeemen do not have sinecures, and 


year by year their work gets more difficult. 


Once upon a time the house had go little 
business on hand of a pressing nature that 
it could day after day go into committee of 
the whole on the state of the union and dis- 
cuss the president’s message and the slavery 
question. It has so many matters, large and 
small, to Jook after now that the wonder is 
it accomplishes as much as it does. If it 


had not evolved a method of transacting 


business, which, with all its faults, is better 
than none, it would do no business at all. 

If the work of congress continues to in- 
crease rapidly there will have to be further 
improvement in methods for handling it or 
congressmen will have to lengthen their ses- 
sions and spend more of their summers in 
Washington. The country is getting too big 
for its legislators. : 


- IDLE SONS OF RICH MEN. 

The rich young man who will not work 
and who spends unprofitably and foolishly 
the money his laborious father left him is 
one of the favorite topics of the stern 
moralist, who usually has little to spend 
and who thinks he spends his little wisely. 
A professor at the university of Chicago en- 
livened and humanized his lecture on the 
dry subject of “Rent and Interest” by 
holding up to scorn the idle and extravagant 
sons of the rich. He branded them as 
“ parasites,” who should not be allowed to 
draw their interest. “It is,” said the pro- 
fessor, “a crime to society to pay them 
interest on money which they did not earn 
and which they are not using for the good 
of the community ”’—as the “ good of the 
is understood by political 


costly social functions, 

The “crime against society ” which the 
professor deprecates is as old as society it- 
self and will last as long as it does. Unless 
the possessor of unearned wealth is so madly 
extravagant as to warrant the appointment 
of a guardian, there is no way in which 
he can be-deprived of his interest and forced 
to abandon the life of a drone for that of a 
toiler. 

The world must take the sons of rich 
men as it finds them—the bad with the good. 
When the unimpassioned statistician looks 
the matter up he will find that the per- 
centage of the favorites of fortune who do 
not work and only spend is small and the 
percentage of the sons of rich men who 
make a proper use of their money is large. 
The good which the latter do far exceeds the 
evil the former do. Unfortunately, the son 
of a rich man at his office desk is not so 
conspicuous as the ‘son of the rich man 
driving furiously in his “sea green auto- 
mobile ” and the one gets little praise, while 
the other gets much censure. 

The “ parasites ” have their uses. What 
would the men who wish to point morals 
and adorn tales do without them? When 
the preacher, the censor of manners, or the 
political economist who objects to expendi- 
ture which is not reproductive needs a text 
or a.“horrible example” he can always 
find a wealthy spendthrift to serve his turn. 


JOIN THE ORGANIZATION, 

Mr. Lorimer’s invitation to the republi- 
cans of Chicago to join the organization of 
which he is the head should be seriously con- 
sidered by the citizens who are opposed 
‘what they call boss rule, The substance of 
the address of Mr. Lorimer to the county 
executive committee was that the good peo- 
ple of Chicago should be informed by the 
“ boys ”’ that if they do not like the ways of 
the men in the macttine they must come in 
themselves and put those men out. In his 
own district Mr. Lorimer has resorted to 
garden parties to come in touch with the 
men who cannot be reached by his political 
* shortstops ” and who do not care to spend 
a quiet evening in the halls where a good 
brew is sold and the ward is administered. 

It is ereditably reperted that many of 
the guests at the garden parties have gone 
out to seek others witW the zeal which char- 
acterizes new converts to a cause. There 
will be some who will remember the song of 
the walrus and the carpenter, “ Will you; 
won't you, will you, won’t you, will you join 
the dance?” and, mindful of the fate of the 
oysters that did, will shun Mr. Lorimer’s 
dance and place their faith in voters’ 
leagues. “Change,” said Mr. Lorimer, 
“must come from within, not from with- 
out.” Reform must come from within and 
from without.. Those, who join the organi- 
zation will be tempted to leave undisturbed 
the easily running machine, to postpone the 
ejection of the Nohes and Glades, until the 
organization’s promises are fulfilled and bet- 
ter men can be put up without endangering 
party harmony. In such times of tempta- 
tion the implacable reformer from without 
will be a mighty support to the reasonable 
reformer within. The change of which Mr. 
Lorimer speaks will wear the features of 
necessity. By all means join the organiza- 
tion, but do not forget that if it had not 
been for outside pressure there would have 
been no invitation to come in.. 


THE UNITED STATES AND CHINA. 

The taotai of Shanghai has announced to 
the bankers’ commission there that China 
will not fay in gold at the present rate of 
exchangé the installment of indemnity now 
due. The represéntatives of the powers are 
of the opinion that China has been em-

The United States is the only power which 
has withdrawn from the temporary govern- 
ment of Tien Tsin, It was the United 
States which exacted from Russia the pledge 
that any part of the Chinese empire which 
might come under its control should be as un- 
restricted as the rest of the empire in its com- 
mercial relations. The United States mani- 
fested similar consideration for the Chinese 
after the siege of Pekin, ‘From first to last 
the American attitude has been the reverse 
of that of the nations of Europe, It may 
be that the United States will not get an 
adequate return for its self-denial in regard 
to Chind. It is hardiy probable that any 
considerable number of Chinese appreciate 


their obligation to the American republic. | 


Possibly some of the officials do. When at 
last the empire has awakened and its tre- 
mendous industrial potentialities are in a 
measure realized the new leaders may re- 
member the services which the North Amer- 
can republic has done their country. In 
any event, the Chinese policy of the adminis- 
tration is sealed with the approval of the 
people who went to war to free Cuba and 
refused to abandon the Philippines to the 
throes of savage civil war or the aggressions 
of Europe. 


GENEROUS AND SENSIBLE. 

Mr. Burke’s gift in New York hardly 
needs commendation. When a man gives 
$4,000,000 for the relief of the unfortunate 
it is superfluous to praise him. All that 
the thing requires is mention, Besides, 
the establishment of a fund which is not 
dedicated to the erection of library build- 
ings or to the extension of “the higher 
learning” is a delightful interlude in the 
great symphony of present day charitable 
giving. The universities and the libraries 
are worthy institutions, Compared, how- 
ever, with certain other worthy institutions 
they have been saturated with money, It 
is time that some one turned his wealth in 
some other direction. People will be pleased, 
therefore, not only because Mr. Burke gave 
but beeause he chose a good place in whieh 
to give. 

The responsibility connected with the 
management of this $4,000,000 fund is not 
small. Mr. Hewitt, Mr. Shepard, Mr. Stur- 
gis, and Mr. White will find that their posi- 
tion as trustees means work. Mr. Burke’s 
intention is—apparently—that the money 
shall be used first and particularly for the 
relief of men and women who are sick or 
convalescent, and second and generally for 
those who are in need of “ temporary assist- 
anee because of misfortune.” They may 
repay the assistance when able to do s0 
if they choose. The sick and convalescent, 
therefore, have the first claim on Mr. Burke’s 
money, and it is said that between these two 
classes of persons the latter are to be es- 
pecially favored. A convalescent home will 
be established as soon as possible in the 
vicinity of Manhattan island. That this 
is an appropriate use of money no one can 
doubt. It seems too bad, though, that New 
York, which already has several convales- 
cent homes, is to have another, while Chi- 
eago, which has none, is still unrelieved. 
There are rumors, it is true, to the effect 
that such a home will soon be established 
in one of the suburbs, but the city itself 
will remain destitute. At the same time 


-it would be a serious breach of the decalogue 


to envy. New York its good fortune, and 
instead of envy one may make bold to offer 
congratulations, coupled only with a mild 
wish that what New York-now has Chicago | 
may soon get. : 


THE ‘GREAT AMERICAN NOVEL.” 

Mr. Hamlin Garland is discouraged. He 
says, with tears in his voice, that he thinks 
sometimes the great American novel never 
will be written. He has written some novels, 
but they are not epochal. They have not 
taken the reading public by storm and made 
it hail their writer as the great American 
novelist. Yet that much desired individual 
may be near at hand. He or she may be 
now in the cradle, all unconscious of his or 
her high destiny, or may be at this moment. 
writing the first words of a work as truly 
and as comprehensively American as the 
report of the twelfth census. 

When the great American novelist comes, 
if he does come, the world may not know 
him at first. The minor novelists may not 
accept him as the chief of their guild. They 
may say he is defective in art, that heis not 
a true interpreter of national American life 
in all its phases, It is difficult to please the 
gentlemen who have parceled out the 
United States among them for the purpose 
of raising novels, One preémpts the middle 
west, another the far west, another the 
south, and another New England, They 
should form a syndicate, a literary trust, and 
jointly write the book which will hold the 
mirror up to the great American republic. 
The eminent financiers who have negotiated 
railroad and steamshfp mergers ought to be 
able to bring about a literary merger. 

It may be that the great American novel 
never will be written. The depressing in- 
fluence of Shakspeare and Dante, men- 
tioned more in sorrow than in anger by Mr. 
Garland, may check the development of 
American literature, So much the better 
for the lesser stars, whose lights will shine 
and books sell a little longer. “ The half 
gods go” when the gods arrive. If the 
great American novel does not come the 
American people will contrive to get along 
without it. They will not feel humiliated 
because they have not yet given the world 
a continental work of fiction clad in the Star 
Spangled Banner and loudly chanting Hail 
Columbia. 


AGGRESSIVE CHURCH. 
Mr. Joseph Dana Miller’s article in this 


month’s Era on “ The Growth of Christian - 


Science,” though it fails to give the exact 
number of persons now included in the Chris- 
tian Science communion and even refrains 
from making a judicious guess at that num- 


ber is, nevertheless, explicit enough in most 


of the other details connected with the rise 
and spread of the latest of important Protes- 
tant sects. 

The formulation of the doctrines of Chris- 
tian Science was accomplished, it appears, 
as far back as 1866. “‘ Science and Health ” 
did not appear till 1875. The first Christian 
Seience church organization was formed in 
1879, The Massachusetts Metaphysical 
ecllege was opened in 1881. Today the 
number of Christian Science societies 
here and abroad is 663. Mr. Miller 
thinks that this is “ growth.” It is more 
than “growth.” It is expansion and an- 
nexation. Eyen in London there is now a 
* First Church of Christ, Scientist,” and 
branches have been established in Manches- 
ter, Cambridge, and Edinburg. The Times 
has had an editoria] on the subject. Of 
course Mr, Miller says that the editorial 
was “ ponderous,” The poor, old Times! 
It may try its best to be jaunty and spright- 
ly. Its readers will never give up their 
traditional opinion and their traditional 
epithet. Ponderous or not ponderous, how- 
ever, the editorial pointed out the rapid de- 


velopment of the Christian Science church. 


in London and convinced its readers that 
the new religion was not likely to remain 
exclusively in the possession of Americans. 
Berlin has since proved the truth of this 
surmise, The Christian Science church at 
Berlin is small but active, and operates 
under state permissien. 

What makes this showing all the more 
remarkable is that the first Christian Sci- 
ence church edifice went up in Boston only 
eight years ago. All the other churches 
have been built since that time. Chicago, 
“where,” as Mr. Miller says, “ Christian 
Science has made the most marked prog- 
ress,” now has four. The first was dedicated 
in 1897, It cost $108,000, “all paid for 
on the day of its dedication, for in the Chris- 
tian Science denomination there is no dedi- 
cation of any structure until it is paid for,” 
In New York the Second church cost $550,- 
000 and the new First will cost a quarter of 
a million. The wealth of the Christian Sci- 
entists is indubitable. Their style of archi- 
tecture is interesting. It varies all the way 
from a kind of classicism (in external ap- 
pearance) to the farthest verge of ** homey- 
ness.”’ Interiorly, the large Christian Sci- 
ence church seemns always to be constructed 
with a view to use as an auditorium and asa 
religious business center, The First church 
in New York will have elevators. 

A survey of the whole field, together with 
the illustrations Mr. Miller’s article pro- 


vides, is likely to make one feel that the.

The present day 
Christian Science church is able to look out 
for itself, It has numbers and money.

[IN THE POOTPRINTS OF SPRING. 


* Delicious Autumn!" wrote George Eliot. 
““ My very soul is wedded to it, and if I were 
a bird I would fly about the earth seeking the 
successive autumns.”’ 

But had she been a bird she would likely 
_have found more delight in a succession of 
springs. 

Nearly two months ago I stood on. the 
east shore of ke Michigan, in a small 
cathedral roof with young maple leaves 
that shone pure gold against the blue sky, 
and carpeted with wild flowers thick as 
last year’s leaves. Never before were there 
so many and so large specimens of the plants 
represented. The giant trillium—a giant, 
indeed—the violet family, sweet william, 
spring beauty, anemone, and a score of their 
lovely companions nodded on every square 
foot of ground. I had come upon Spring in 
her most joyous, exuberant mood. 

And ever since that day I have been fol- 
lowing tn the footprints of Spring. Moving 
slowly northward, I have heard her tinkling 
laugh around each bend of the road and 
caught glimpses of her white shoulders 
among the evergreens and birches. — 

In the deep woods of northern Wisconsin 
violets and anemone were in early bloom as 
May drew to a close, and marsh marigold 
was yellowing the margins of the water- 
ways. Still northward journeyed Spring, 
into the cold forests that edge Superior’s 
southern shore, and thence to the colder 
forests of the northern shore. Here Spring 
now tarries. Here the violets are blooming 
and the marigolds are unfolding by the riv- 
er’s brim. 

Yor the first time I have been early enough 
to surprise the butterwort in flower. Pin- 
guicula vulgaris grows on the ledge that 
forms the bay and harbor of Marais—the 
only place where I have ever found it. Pin- 
guicula ig one of'a number of plants that 
catch and “eat” insects, and it always 
seems,a bit uncanny to me. The flower is

Description of the Nature Study | 
Picture Given Free with-To-

This remarkably showy butterfly @uploea 
midamus), the subject of the naturestudy in 
Tue TRIBUNE today, is pecullar to Austra- 
lasia, being found more especially in Java,’ 
Sumatra, Borneo, and Celebes. The epec- 
imens figured, two males (one showing 
the under side) and one female, are from the 
collection of Mr. Walter Lannoy Brind, and 
were sent him by his Sumatra collector, Mts 
Grosskuny, who caught them in Pelo Piman, 
in that island. ; 
‘The male, as is usual among butterfiles, 
has the most gorgeous colors, It is though® 

that the brilliant violet sheen on the f 


wings of this and other butterfiles is due to 


the food of the caterpillar of this species, 
but that is a matter difficult to decide. The 
butterflies of certain caterpillars that feed 


in marshy places where there is stagnant’ © 


water often show brilliant metallic tinta, 

This may be observed, for instance, in 
the family of Chrysophanus, which ie well 
represented in the United States, at least 
three species being found within the city 
limits of Chicago. 

Some of them have this violet sheen, with 
er without a coppery red metallic luster, 
This same metallic appearance ig also evi- 
dent in many species of dragon files, whose 
larve live solely in stagnant and semi-' 
stagnant water. 

A most peculiar feature about the *Eu-- 
ploea family of butterflies is the fact that 
their bodies are hard and horny compared 
with other butterflies, and probably they. 
have some acrid juice in them, for no bird 
will attempt to eat them, whereas other spe-, 
cies are eagerly pursued and devoured. This 
fact applies to a rare species of the group 
of Papilio butterflies, the female of which 
exactly resembles the female of Euploea 
midamus. 

The birds would soon exterminate this; 
rare Papilio by eating the females were it 
not for the fact that they mistake it for the) 
unpalatable Euploea. This resemblance is 
known as “ protective mimicry ” In natural. 
history and occurs throughout the’‘animal 
kingdom, being noticeable in animals, birds, 
reptiles, fish, and insects. 

Butterflies are classified in the animal, 
kingdom with the anthropoda, the name be- 
ing derived from anthron, a joint, and pous, 
a foot, this subkingdom being made up of, 
animals without vertebrae or skeleton, but 
having an outer skeleton of horny rings, te. 
which are attached the various organs. 
first sight all anthropoda seem made up of 
jointed rings and feet, hence the name. ; 

Anthropoda include the following classest 
Crustacea (shrimps, ete.); Podostomata! 
(trilobites, etc.); Malacopoda (wormlike, 
creatures found in the tropics); Myriapoda/ 
(eentipedes, etc.); Arachnida (spiders, ete.) 
and Insecta (ingects proper). 

Butterflies belong to the insects proper, an@ 
to the order metabola, which undergo com- 
plete metamorphosis from egg to adult, and 
to the 
scale, ahd petron, a wing), and are distin- 
guished by their scaly wings. Moths are 
the only other members of this suborder, 

Every one has doubtlesa noticed the downy 
stuff that rubs off of a butterfiy’s wing. 
Seen under the microscope, these are minute 
scales, which are arranged on the wing like 
shingles on a roof. 

Butterflies fly almost entirely by day and 
moths at night, and both feed on the honey 
of flowers, although in the caterpillar stage 
they subsist chiefly on leaves.

MANY BANKS ARE FORMED 


CONTROLLER’S REPORT SHOWS 
GROWTH OF THE SYSTEM. 


Small Institutions with Capital ef Less 
than $50,000 Numerous, Showing 
That Advantage Has Been Taken of 

Law of 1900—Cireulation Increases 
Largely, but Fewer Bonds Are De- 
| posited to Secure It—Deposits and 
Resources Now Greater than Before. 


Washington, D. C., July 2—Mr. Riage- 
ley, the comptroller of the currency, today 
made the following statement: 

“ During the year ended June 30, 2902, there 
were added fo the national bank system 437 
national banking associations, with aggre- 
gate authorized capital stock of $30,407,000, 
and with bond deposit as security for circu- 
lation. of $6,012,750. Organizations effected 
under the act of Merch 14, 1900, with capital 
stock of less than $50,000 (in a large majority 
of cases the capital being $25,000) numbered 
272, with authorized capital stock of $7,247,- 
000, the average capital of these associations 
being approximately $26,540. Included tn the 
total number of organizations are 164 banks, 
with total capital of $23,160,000, the individ- 
yy my ranging upward from a minimum 


Many Small Banks Formed. 


“Im connection with the foregoing it may 
be stated that since the passage of the act 
of March 14, 1900, there have been organ- 
ized 1,061 banks, with an aggregate capital 
Of $62,349,000, and with bond deposit of 
$15,442,500. Banks of the smaller class were 
organized to the number of 702, with capital 
of $18,404,000, and to the number of 859 of 
the larger class, with aggregate capital of 
$43,945,000. 

** During the fiscal year in question the net 
increase of national banking associations 
was 368, as three associations failed, and 
were placed in the charge of receivers and 


sixty-six closed by voluntary liquidation.. 


Since the establishment of the system there 
have been organized 6,325 banks, of which 
4,546 are in active operation, 1,392 placed in 
voluntary liquidation, and 887 in the charge 
of receivers. 


Fewer Bonds on Deposit. 


“While the records show that the total 
authorized capital stock of national bank-

SCHEDULE RATINGS TO BE AD- 
VANCED GREATLY. 


.Fermation of Rates for Smeal! Towns 


Expected to Make a Change — At 
Coming Meeting of International 
Association of Accident Underwrit- 
ers a Move Will Me Made for a Uni- 
form Pelicy—Books of Lincoln Com- 
pany of Hammond, Ind., Sought. 


Schedule rating will be greatly advanced 
now, with the formation of schedules for 
small towns and for frame mercantiles. It 
is hoped that within six months a large por- 
tion of the west will be covered. 

Chairman Truman W. Eustis of the gov- 
erning committee of the Union has communi- 
cated with the several companies with a 
view of having them assign their field men 
to service in rating. This work will be 
taken up first in Illinois, The Illinols state 
board and the Illinois field club will co- 
operate in the work. In addition, more men 
will be employed by the rating bureaus. 

In securing schedule rates it ts hoped it 
will solve the problem of small town. busi- 
ness, as several companies complain of 
losing risks there owing to a few institu- 
tions not requiring the 25 per cent flat ad- 
vance in rates. 


Tarlet Brown, marager of the Insur- 
ance Re tof Denver, resigns that position 
to enter the life insurance fleld in Chicago. 
The busines#management of the Report will 
be conducted by Editor Cyrus King Drew 
and Treasurer J. 8. Boullemet. 


It is stated that at the forthcoming meet- 
ing of ..te International association of acci- 
dent underwriters a move will be made to 
have a uniform accident policy adopted. 
At present each company acts independent- 
iy, and fierce competition has brought sev- 
eral undesirable features. It is held that 
it will be more to the interest of the assured 
to have greater uniformity in the policies. 


Auditor Hart of Indiana has had attor- 
neys here recently endeavoring to get hold 
of the books or records of the Lincoln in- 
surance company of Hammond, Ind., which 
he has thrown into the hands of a receiver. 
He says two men, one the general agent 
of the company in Philadelphia, and the 
other in Chicago, owned a charter, and paid 
two men in Hammond $20 a month to al- 
low the use of their names as president and 
secretary. They forwarded all mail un- 
opened to Chicago, where the policies were 
issued. The only property the Illinois re- 
har could find was a table, a chair, and a 


Insurance men are much interested in a 
recent decision of the Illinois supreme court 
which greatly weakens the protection of 
the policy contract.

President Gormley and Secretary Rush of 
the Masonic temple fraternity association, 
which owns the building and ground, stated 
that there was no occasion for serving the 
notices, and that it had been done as the re- 
sult of Mr. Gloss’ failure on the previous day 
to induce Justus Chancellor, the attorney of 
the association, to consider a proposition for 
compromising the matter. 


Officials Explain TaX¥ Trouble. 

Their explanation of the trouble was that 
the taxes for 1899, amounting to $26,000, 
were levied under the new revenue law, 
which provided for a 5 per cent limitation, 
and were paid. They also declare that while 
the receipt which was given them did not 
state that the taxes paid were in full pay- 
ment for the year, yet they were assured 
by the county clerk and members of the 
board of review that this would be the end 
of it and that they would not be required 
to pay anything more.

OBJECT OF SHIPCOMBINE 
MAY BE SALE TO THE TRUST. 


Movement to Bring the Independent | 


Yards Under One Management Is 
Thought to Have a Hidden Purpose. 


Back of the movement to combine the in- 
dependent shipyards of the great lakes is 
believed to be a plan looking toward the 
eventual sale of the properties to the Ameri- 
can shipbuilding company, which owns all 
of the larger shipyard plants on the lakes. 

Just who is engaged in working up the 
combine of the outside yards has not been 
disclosed. Many marine men connected the 
name of C. A. Macdonald, president of the 
Shipowners’ drydock company, with the 
scheme, but Mr. MacDonald denies any con- 
nection with it... 

If the intention of the promoters is to force 
a sale on the American shipbuilding com- 
pany it is believed that it will not be suc- 
cessful. An official of the American cum- 
pany said yesterday that the trust had all 
the yards it could find use for, and dia not 
propose to buy up competition. 

The independent plants said to be involved 
ir the new combination are the Craig com- 
pany of Toledo, Empire company of Buffalo, 
Columbia engineering works of Marine City, 
Burger & Burger of Manitowoc, Jenks ship- 
building company of Port Huron, and the 
Shipowners’ drydock company of Chicago. 

The trust has large yards at South Chicago, 
Milwaukee, Superior, Bay City, Detroit, Lo- 
rain, Cleveland, and Buffalo, and also owns 
a majority of the larger drydocks on the 
lakes. Last December it had contracts for 
over thirty steel ships of the largest class, 


against less than ten keels in the outside 


yards.
